The outfit baa paased the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters' 12-hour 
endurance teat and Is approved by 
them.

Tlie federal govenimcnt raised .SS8 
million drdlurs In taxes of various 
klnda during the assessment year 1021. 
and the local government units raised 
more than 210 uilUlon from penerol 
property tax the same year. On the 
other hand, the state government 
raised only little more than 10 million 
dolltirs from general ..property tax. 
Where Is the burden heaviest? 
Of the total taxes paid as shown 
above about 02 per cent was for fed- 
eral, Itn per cent for local purposes, 
and nbout 8 per cent for state pur- 
poses. That Is to say, of each dnllor 
paid by the people of Illinois In these 
taxes for tbe support of federal, state 
and local 'governments, G2 cents went 
to Washington, HH cents were locally 
expended, and about 8 cents wora 
aiHint for general atate purposes. \i 
the whole state general property ta^fl 
luul been abolished, each lUlnoIsan 
would have saved about 3 cents on the 
dollar of the above taxes. 



Antioch witnessed the most severe 
storm in recent years on Sunday 
night. Shortly before nine o'clock a 
blinding snow swept by a terrific 
northeast wind soon had the ground 
a blanket of white, and within an 
hour Antioch was cut off from the 
outside world. The electric light ser- .-■-'■ 
vice was completely cut off and tele- 
phono connections were -^ severed 
shortly before midnight. 

The storm originated from a bliz- 
zard which swept from Alabama and 
MlBsisBippl and took a northwesterly 
'jourse, passing through Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Ohio and thence westerly 
through Illinois and Wisconsin. Twen- 
ty eight persona are hnown to be dead 
in the path of the blizzard. Many 
lefties are isolated and the amount of 
damage cannot be. estimated. 

Although the damafee to tlie tele- 
phone and light service was compara- 
tively small In the village.* It Is esti- 
mated that sixty poles were felled 
between Antioch and Qrayslake, the 
power feed station for this vicinity.. 

The Graas I>ake and Fox Lake , re- 
gions received a good portion of the 

broken poles and wires. 

Light and power was discontinued 
from until before midnight on Sunday 
until \ o'clock on Tuesday. Local 
telephone service was available, but 
long distance calls- could not be con- 
nected In any direction outside of the 
village. 

The snow that accompanied the 
storm was the heaviest in years and 
made the roads Impassable for auto- 
mobiles. Approximately fifty percent 
of the pupils at the high school were 
unhble to get to tlielr classes on Mon- 
day morning. \ 

Many trees were broken by the 
weight of the snow and force of tho 
wind, blocking the roadways. 

Train service was delayed on tho 
Soo Line for eight hours on Monday. 
All business houses using electric cur- 
rent had practically a two-days shut- 
down. The ancient gasoline pump at 
the water tower waa put Into opera- 
tion. - 

The light and telephone companies, 
put every available man to work to re- 
pair the broken clrcuita.

Value of University's Research 
Work on Railroads. 

" The University of Illinois has car- 
rled*on a great deal of research look- 
ing toward tlie advancement of rail- 
road conditions, as well as in the "va- 
rious other branches of the engineer- 
ing profession. 

The value of some of this work, 
which ultimately finds Its way Imck to 
tho public through reduced rates or 
more efllclent service, may be cUetl. 
Tho university has carried on Impor- 
tant work and made Important contri- 
butions' with regard to tractive force 
of locomotives, and tho resistance of 
tndns going at varying specdH. The re- 
sults obtained by this study have 
beon widely used, not only by cer- 
tain railroads openttlnj; In Illinois, but 
In others, througlunit the nation. 

A study conducted by the university 
last Kununer for a certain railroad 
having many Ihousiuids of miles of 
tracks In the state revealed that the 
basis on which train tunnnge had been 
buKcd for yours was less than It should 
be for greatest economy. The new 
basis which the university made was 
from 11 per cent to ilO per cent great- 
er than that previously In force. The 
general average for all divisions of 
that railroad In Illinois was about 14 
per cent; that Is, under the revised 
schedule the gross weight of trains on 
that road wltliln the state of Illinois 
can safely be 14 per cent greater than 
heretofore. Space does not porniit, but 
It can be sliown thot this piece of work 
on the part of the university, when 
translated Into dollars and cents, might 
mean a poEslblc saving of as much as

After 
cherries come lirto bearing, particular- 
ly tho sour varlollcs, which arc tlie 
only aaUsfactory ones In Illinois, tho 
annual growths are comparatively 
short and very tangled. Pruning 
therefore, helps to correct tho tangl- 
ing and tho typo of growth. In gen- 
eral, plums should bo prunod to cor- 
rect straggling habits of growth and 
in case of native varieties, like Wild 
Goose, to prevent tangling of tho 
branches and the development of 
dense tops which shut out sunlight and 
make Uie troes difficult to spray and 
harvest.— B. S. Pickett, Chief In 
Pomology, U. of 0.

PRUNING NOTES 
March and April are good months 
to prune orchards. It Is easier to seo 
the branches aud to got access to 

■ them when trees are dormant than 
when they are covered .with foliage, 
and In general, this la also as good 
a time as any from tho standpoint of 
tho trees themselves. 

Pruning old apple trees In the home 
orchard— Tho grower should nrst re- 
move tho dead branches and any 
-which • are seriously diseased. He 
should then study every tree- care- 
fully and decide whether any Import- 
ant framowork branches should bo re- 
moved. If tho trees have been neg- 
lected for. spmo timo there will ho 
aome such branches. Next, the small 
lace-lIke branches over tho entire out- 
side of the tree should bo severely 
thinned. In neglected trees this thin- 
ning may reVovo one-half or even 

■ more of this kind of wood, the weaker 
twigs, of course, being chosen for 
removal. This kind of pruning Is 
laborious and trying to the patience 
of the prunor, hut It Is correct In prin- 
cipal and satlsCuctory In results. It 
must he performed by working from 
tho Inside. Most of It may be done 
with pruning shears, working llrst 
trom tho ground and then from tho 
Kround and then from tho top of a 
Jlat-toppcd wagon. In very tall or 
very spreading trees, conalderahlo 
numbers of branches may bo headed 
back at points where the diameters 
aro not greater than- ono and ono-lmlf 
inches. narely branches slightly 
larger than Uils may be headed. Suck- 
ers arising from. the base of tho trees 
and water sprouts from larger 
branches should also ho removed.

DEMAND FOR HOLSTEIN 

CATTLE INCREASES 
■ The demand for Holstein cattle, 
tuberculin tested, Is continually In- 
creasing. The state of Iowa pur- 
chased over $500,000 worth of cattle 
In AVIsconsIn during' tho past year, 
and over §558,000 worth In tho state 
of Minnesota during the same period. 
About SO or 90 percent of those pur- 
chased were grade cattle and the re- 
mainder purebred. Jefferson county. 
Wisconsin, breeders sold seven car- 
loads during one week. 

Why do Iowa, Dakota, Texas and 
Mexico buyers as well as buyers from 
other states go to Wisconsin aud Min- 
nesota for their cattle? 

Tho answer Is given In the October 
2 Issue of Hoard's Dairyman, on page 
310. The report of Klernan, of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture and chairman on tuborculoais, In- 
dicate very clearly tho reason why 
buyers go to Wisconsin In preference 
to northern llIlnolB. 

The -map which Dr. Kiornan has 
prepared and which Is published In 
the issue above mentioned Is very 
conclusive evidence that McHenry 
county must get busy and clean up 
tho tuberculosis from the herds. 

McHenry county farmers and busi- 
ness men must consider tho facts and 
get behind a movement to clean up 
the herds of the county and place the 
dairy buBlneEs of this county on a par 
with Wisconsin and Minnesota or any 
other state.— October, 1922.

It Imposes nlO percent tax oif meat, 
an increased price on milk, a bill for 
a costly corps o£ Inspectors, the cost 
of pasteurization and, ahovo all, an 
Increasing economic loss In Illinois 
farms and business that runs Into mil- 
lions of dollars. Of tho oxiienso items 
Umt Illinois must face In tho flght, 
these are only a few. And tho costs 
aro incronslngi FYoni tho Chicago 
milk "district whoro nearly GO percent 
oC tho cnttio are Infected, tho grim 
disease Is spreading rapidly south- 
ward. 

A tubercular cow Is nn economic 
parasite. "When a cow Is infected she 
becomes a flnanclal liability. Tuber- 
culosis decreases tho production , of 
dairy cows. As tho disease advances 
production Is cut correspondingly. 

Last year over $3,000,000 worth of 
cattle slaughtered under federal in- 
spection was thrown out as unflt be- 
causo of tubercular infection. Other 
estimates show a higher loss from 
this source. Tlic packers wore busi- 
ness men. They pass this loss on to 
tho consumer. And in pork the In- 
creased cost was far greater than in 
beef. Fourtceu percent of the hogs 
slaughtered In Chicago last year were 
found to be Infected. Tho correspond- 
ing increase iu cost to tho consumer 
of pork products ranging from 10 to 
15 percent. ' 

The spread of tho diaoaso ns well 
as the enormous economic loss Is 
shown by figures for 1908 and 1917. 
In 1008 some 7,116,000 bead of cattlo 
wcro slaughtered. ,0f these 0S,:i95 
were not' passed. Those startling flg- 
uros aro hardly Indicative, as only G5 
percent of our meat Is slaughtered 
under federal Inspection. 

Bovine tuberculosis can bo eradi- 
cated in but one way. Tho Infected 
animals must bo killed. This is a cost- 



ly procoaa. In MoHonry county, near 
Chicago thoro aro 68,000 head of dairy 
cattle. Sixty ■percent of these, or 
40,800» aro Infected, according to an 
estimate mado by tho federal xpterln- 
ery In charge of eradication work. In 
this county tho pure bred porcentago 
runs very high. Tho Indemnity would 
avorngo about $50 a head. Comploto 
eradication of tho diseaso would cost 
mora than 52,000,000 for this county 
alone. That is a big bill. 

In 1919 McIIonry county produced 
?B,193,783 worth of dairy products. 
Federal nutlioritles say that produc- 
tion In this county la cut 25 percent 
in tho Infected cattle. Since GO per- 
cent of tho animals are Infected, tho 
loss in productloii amounts to 15 per 
cent- of tho total. Most of this loss 
was passed to tlio coneumor. Part ot 
It was Bufferod'by the farmers. Tak- 
ing but ten percent as tho economic 
loss to tho state tiioro Is a total loss 
In this county of moro than |GOO,000 
every year. 

To clean up McHenry county would 
cost moro than $2,000,000. Thero 
would be nn Immediate annual return 
of moro than 5GOO,000. A thirty per- * 
cent return on an Investment is a 
strong argument In Us favor, 

McHenry county Is one of tho larg- 
est dairy counties In tho state. It can 
be taken a.^ ty;i*.-il of th» Chicago 
district. Further 3oraii 'there Is not^ 
so much tuberculosis — today, if an 
energetic campaign Is ImmediaKly in- 
Blituled'the disease tan be nilniinated 
in I he course ot a few years. It is 
lair to estimato thu- tho money In- 
vi'.ncd in eradlcatio.i of tho dis-nso 
would pay a return of 25 to 30 ner- 
aunually. Tuliorculosls spreads rap- 
idly and. has already oxtouded Its in- 
fluence Into the aoutliorn counties. To 
delay' longer the legislollon necessnry 
for eradication of bovlmi tuborculosla 
would bo folly.— H. R. K.

Curwood Story 
at Majestic

Frank Borzage, the celebrated di- 
rector of Cosmopolitan Productions, 
went with his entire company to the 
Canadian Rockies, where he filmed 
James Oliver Curwood'a famous story 
"The Valley of Silent Men," amid the 
Bconea which the author deacrlbed so 
vividly In his novel.
